RECORD OF TOWN MEETING. 


Meeting called to order at 10 o’clock a. M-, March 9, 1920, 
by Fred Fernald, moderator. Warrant read and disposed of 
as follows: 


ArTICLE I. All necessary town officers were elected. 
Voted that the Selectmen shall dppoint a sufficient number of 
highway surveyors, who shall be held responsible for the care 
of the highways, both summer and winter. Voted that we 
rescind ‘all other votes of prices paid for labor on the high- 
way, and pay 40 cents per hour for a man and $7 per day 
for a man and pair horses, and to pay $5 per day for a man 
and one horse. This is to be for nine hours’ work. 

Art. II. Voted that we raise the following sum of money 
for the ensuing year:

Art. III. Voted that we raise the sum of $50 for books 
for library. |

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Art. IV. Voted, that the Selectmen be instructed to use 
such sum of money not to exceed $100 for the observance of 
Memorial Day. In addition to this $10 for flags to deco- 
rate all the soldiers’ graves in town. 

Art. V. Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized to use 
a certain sum of money not to exceed $100; same to be taken 
from the money now in treasury for repairs of the lots in the 
North and South side cemeteries. Voted, that the Select- 
men be authorized to notify owners of all lots in our public 
cemeteries that are not in suitable condition and request 
them to repair the same. 

ArT. VI. Voted, that we celebrate our Centennial in 
1922 in such manner as a committee of five may decide on, 
who shall report next March Election, this committee to be 
appointed by the Selectmen. Voted, that we adjourn our

To the School Board and Citizens of Nottingham: 


I, herewith, present for your consideration my second an- 
nual report as superintendent of your public schools, together 
with the usual school statistics. 

During the. year covered by this report, four different 
schools have been maintained in three buildings. The total 
enrollment in these schools has varied from ten pupils to 
thirty. These schools, as is now required by law, have all 
been in session for a period of 36 weeks. During this time 
the superintendent has made seventy-four visits—an average 
to each school of about one visit every two weeks. At each 
of these visits considerable time was spent in examining all 
classes in some of their principal subjects and endeavoring 
‘to see that all grades are kept up to standard. 

\At the Gebig school, during the year just past, conditions 
have not been as good as could be desired on account of a too 
frequent change in teachers—five different teachers being em- 
ployed there during the year. This situation was not con- 
ducive to the best of work. 

In the other schools of the town good work was accom- 
plished by all those pupils who were regular in their at- 
tendance. We cannot expect to measure the entire work of a 
school by the lack of accomplishment of those few pupils who 
are inclined to be of irregular attendance. 


s 
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At the present time with the consolidation of schools, both 
at the Center and at the Gebig, and with your present corps 
of teachers, I believe the schools of Nottingham are in excel- 
lent situation for good results. The rooms at the Gebig are 
somewhat small to provide for any growth in enrollment: of 
pupils, yet under present conditions, they answer the require- 
ments fairly well. 

It has seemed wise and good economy to make a few 
changes in text-books. Many of the geographies were ten 
years of age; thus making their facts and figures some- 
what obsolete and teaching pupils things not true at the pres- 
ent day. We have, in part, replaced these books with the 
New Frye-Atwood. Im all four schools a new and better 
graded arithmetic has been used. This new book is also bet- 
ter adapted to the State Program of Study. As is usual - 
some supplementary readers have been introduced at differ- 
ent times during the year—thus keeping a live interest in 
one of our most important subjects. 

A class of six pupils were graduated from the eighth 
grade at the close of the school year in June. All six of 
these pupils are now pursuing their, studies at secondary 
schools and seem to be in all cases, making good. 

Through the efforts of the Red Cross of the town, the 
warm noon lunch has been introduced in all the schools for 
the winter months. ‘This is something which is everywhere 
advocated by leading educators and hygiene experts, and I 
feel sure that the results in Nottingham will be of advantage- 
to the physical and mental welfare of your pupils. It, is 
hoped this work will become a permanent part of your school 
system.
